But like it or not 
Maradona, in this World 
Cup, has been not just a 
name. 


Despite being saddled 
with the captaincy, the 
added responsibility 
seems to have stimu- 
lated a dimension of 
steel in Maradona’s 
character. 

His leadership qual- 
ities have been nothing 
short of magnificent. 


Almost alone, Mara- 
dona sent England 
crashing out of the 
World Cup with his two 
spectacular goals yester- 
day morning, to go back 
to Wembley and start all 
over again for 1990.

MAGIC MARADONA SENDS 
ENGLAND CRASHING OUT 


ARGENTINA’s mercurial captain, Diego Maradona booked Eng- 
land’s airline tickets out of Mexico City andback to London. 


For it was Maradona 
who scored both goals 
against England in the 
quarter finals at the 
Azteca Stadium to send 
England crashing out of 
World Cup calculations. 

Before I go on, let me 
assure you I’m an Eng- 
land supporter and a 
great admirer of mana- 
ger, Bobby Robson. 

This was the 49th time 
Robson was in charge of 
England. 

But England’s display 
was nothing less than 
pathetic, gutless and a 
disgrace from a country 
that easily boasts the 
toughest domestic 
League in the world. 

For England to pro- 
gress into the semis all 
that had to be done, as 
everybody knew, was to 
stop Maradona. 

Yet not a single Eng- 
lish player had the abil- 
ity or desire to make a 
serious legal attempt to 
do. this. 

Maradona literally 
tipped England apart on 
his own. 

England, in the first 
session, showed exces- 
sive respect for the 
Argentines and never 
attempted to piece 
together a move to 
penetrate the South 
American lines. 

The only real attempt 
on goal in the first ses- 
sion by, England was 
launched by Newcastle 
United’s front-runner, 
Peter Beardsley. 

From the right side of 
the box Beardsley 
hooked a shot that 
crashed into the side 
netting. of the goals. 

England lacked 
shape, width and 
penetration as hesitancy 
dominated with monoto- 
nous regularity.

They played like a 
nation without any con- 
fidence and the Argen- 
tines knew it. 

England’s midfield 
quartet of Trevor 
Steven, Glenn Hoddle, 
Peter Reid and Steve 
Hodge, all failed to in- 
ject some form of au- 
thority over Argentina. 

England lacked 
leadership as Argentina, 
again as expected, play- 
ed everything through 
Maradona. 

Once Argentina real- 
ised England was not 
going to offer anything, 
they cut loose in the 
52nd minute with their 
first goal. 

Maradona worked a 
neat one-two with Val- 
dano, raced straight 
through England’s cen- 
tral defence and 
appeared to head the 
bouncing ball over Peter 
Shilton’s head and into 
the net. England players 
appealed vehmently that 
Maradona had knocked 
the ball in with his left 
hand. 

Before England, who 
by now had their heads 
low, allowed Maradona 
through again. 

There was no con- 
troversy about this goal. 

The magnificent, 
mobile, nuggety Argen- 
tine collected the ball 
wide right and some 55 
metres out. In a scor- 
ching, zig-zagging raid, 
Maradona raced 
through no less than five 
attempted tacklers plus 
rounded England’s cap- 
tain, Shilton to slide the 
ball into England’s net. 

That display of “de- 
fence’’ was easily the 
most pathetic exhibition

in this World Cup by 
any team. 

The 65th minute saw 
Glenn Hoddle crack a 
25 metre free-kick on 
target, but Argentina’s 
goalkeeper, Nery Pum- 
pido was determined to 
keep a clean sheet and 
left-gloved the shot for a 
corner. 

With 20 minutes to 
go, Bobby Robson 
brought on Watford’s 
flank-striker, John 
Barnes and this was the 
only positive move in 
the entire match. 

Almost immediately 
Barnes came on, Eng- 
land was injected with a 
forward thrust. Barnes 
did what every other 
England player had 
failed to do. 

He had a go. 

Three times Barnes 
ripped down the left 
flank and clipped lovely 
crosses into Argentina’s 
box. 

In the 81st minute it 
was Barnes who attack- 
ed down the line, whip- 
ped in his geometrically 


correct cross right onto 
Gary Lineker’s head for 
the Everton striker to 
head England’s solitary 
goal past Pumpido. 

Stung by England’s 
arrogant goal, Marado- 
na immediately hit the 
base of England’s left 
post with his short drive. 

Three minutes from 
the end that man Barnes 
again busted through 
and yet again whipped 
in a perfect cross to 
Lineker. But this time 
Lineker failed by inches 
to connect with his head- 
er from right in front 
that would have levelled 
the scoreline. 

England lost this 
match because they 
failed miserably to show 
any flair, imagination or 
take chances. And as for 
their dead ball move- 
ments they were sterile.

BELGIUM BRILLIANT 
AGAINST SPANISH 
IN CLOSE CONTEST 


LD CUP FINALS 


BELGIUM made history for their country by qualifying for their 
first World Cup semi-finals on Thursday. 


They face Argentina 
as the result of their 
defeating Spain on 
penalties in a spectacu- 
lar match at Puebla 
Stadium. 

With the scoreline 

locked in at 1 all after 
extra time, Belgium 
reeled off five consecu- 
tive penalties. 
Olaya missed when Bel- 
gium’s goalkeeper, 
Jean-Marie Pfaff bril- 
liantly blocked the Spa- 
niard’s effort. 

Unlike the England vs 
Argentina match, both 
sides attacked virtually 
non-stop in this clash 
and Spain had to wait till 
five minutes before full- 
time before they could 
equalise and force extra 
time to be played. 

Electrifying pace and 
skills saturated this 
match with Spain just 
ahead in both depart- 
ments. 

But Belgium, so gal- 
lantly led by striker-cap- 
tain Jan Ceulemans, 
showed great discipline 
in ‘defending which re- 
peatedly thwarted the 
Spanish raids. 

Caldere tested Bel- 
gium’s goalkeeper early 
in the match with his 
drive from 14 metres, 
but the Belgium custo- 
dian was not pressured 
by the shot. 


Spain’s attacks were 
very spirited and highly 
colourful, full of im- 
agination as they con- 
stantly attempted to 
stretch Belgium across 
at the back. 

But their star, the 
“Vulture” Butragueno, 
scorer of that “fabulous 
four” against the Danes, 
could not penetrate the 
thick-webbed defence 
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Belgium had spun 
around the perimeter of 
their box. 

His frustrated shot 
from 18 meties went 
over the cross-bar in the 
16th minute. 

Belgium hit the target 
in the 32nd minute 
through skipper Ceule- 
mans. 


A fine cross from the 
left line by Vandereyck- 
en found Ceulemans not 
disappointing his crosser 
by strongly heading into 
Spain’s net. 

Spain replaced Re- 
nones with Senor at 
halftime and this sub- 
stitution proved to be a 
winner. 


Belgium should have 
gone further ahead in 
the 54th minute when 
they counter-attacked 
and caught Spain out at 
the back. 

Claesen busted up 
through the middle and 


knocked the ball to 
Ceulemans inside 
Spain’s box. But the 


Belgium skipper unself- 
ishly elected to square 
the ball from right in 
front, out on the right to 
Veyt. 


Veyt showed little 
gratitude by sending his 
close-range shot well 
over the cross-bar. 

Despite this being a 
pressure match, the en- 
tertainmentvalue was 
enormous as Spain 
chose to run with the 
ball whilst Belgium play- 
ed it short and with one 
or two touches. 

The 85th minute saw 
Spain equalise. 


Halftime substitute 
Senor, receiving the ball 
20 metres out from a 
cut-back from the right 
side, hammered a 
thunderous first time 
bullet that crashed into 
Belgium’s net and force 
extra time to be played. 


Extra time saw both 
teams slow down as fati- 
gue set in after a hectic 
90 minute session. 


But neither side could 
hit the winner, forcing 
East German referee, 
Mr S. Kirschen to de- 
cide the match on penal- 
ties. 


This was the third 
quarter final duel that 
had to be decided by 
penalties. 


Belgium slotted inall 
their five shots whilst 
Spain failed through 
Olaya. 


One has to sympath- 
ise with Spain for mis- 
sing out on the semis 
whilst a lack-lustre side 
like West Germany has 
qualified. 


Spain in this World 
Cup were far superior to 
the effortsof their 1982 
side who had the advan- 
tage of playing in their 
own backyard. 


They now face Mara- 
dona’s men on Thursday 
morning in the semi- 
finals.

France was just su- 
perb as they met a com- 
pletely different Brazil 
to what they had ex- 
pected. 


The French victory 
(heavily laced with class, 
unity and pure skills), 
was a perfect birthday 
present for skipper 
Michel Platini, who was 
celebrating his 31st year. 


Brazil, who in the 
lead-up matches had 
looked slow and lethar- 
gic, came out full of 
buzz and pace to catch 
the French by surprise. 

But, it was France 
who had the first real 
chance of the match. 


Playing their beauti- 
ful, open, velvet- 
smooth, champagne- 
attacking style, their 
Man of the Match, right- 
back Manuel Amoros 
belted a loose ball into 
the side netting from 30 
metres out. 

Nine minutes later, 
Brazil’s Socrates fired a 
hot drive at the target, 
but the French 
goalkeeper, (one of 
France’s other heroes), 
Joel Bats, blocked well 
for a corner. 

The Brazilians 
however hit the front in 
the 17th minute. 


Brazilian midfielder 
Junior advanced to the 
edge of the box and 
squared a neat ball to his 
left for Careca. 

Careca slammed a 
first time blast into the 
right corner of the net to 
lift his personal goal tal- 
ly to five for the series. 

But France was tena- 
ciousand unyielding, 
soaking up all the press- 
ure the South Amer- 
icans applied on them. 

The most wonderful 
aspect of the French- 
men’s game was the dis- 
cipline they exhibited in 
defence. Once off the 
ball, everybody got 
goal-side of the ball as 
one complete unit. 

The 25th minute saw 
Amoros whip in a flat 
cross from the right 
flank to striker Domini- 
que Rocheteau who 
steered towards the 
target. Brazil’s 
goalkeeper Carlos 
neutralised the danger. 

The 35th minute saw 
Brazil hit the post 
following a square ball 
from Careca that Muller 


slammed onto the 
timber. 
With ‘‘drinks’’ just 


four minutes away, the 
Frenchmen nailed the 
equaliser they tirelessly 
toiled for. 

Non-stop industrious 
Rocheteau fired a cross 
into the six yard box 
from the right. Striker- 
Stopyra attempted a di- 
ving header, failed to 
connect but Platini 
hovering on the back

The exclusive choice of 
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post, stroked the ball 
into the net from three 
metres to lock-up the 
scoreline at 1-1. 

Platini’s goal busted 
Brazil’s shut-out record 
of 400 minutes play in 
this Cup with conceding 
a goal. 

Brazil crowded its 
midfield by pushing up 
both of their fullbacks, 
Josimar and Edinho, to 
deny space to the magi- 
cal Platini and Giresse. 

The quality of Soccer 
was, at this stage, unbe- 
lievably exquisite for 
such a pressure, sudden- 
death duel. 

Brazil threw them- 
selves repeatedly at 
France as the French- 
men patrolled the peri- 
meter of their penalty 
area like dedicated 
Legionaires with fixed 
bayonets. 

The second session 
was played at an equally 
furious pace as shots 
tained in at both ends of 
the pitch. 

Slowly but surely, 
some of the ageing 
Brazilian stars began to 
wilt under this unyiel- 
ding pressure. Socrates 
and Junior became 
understandably leg- 
weary and began to miss 
their tackles. 


Brazil hit the French 
cross-bar in the 70th mi- 
nute with a powerful 
header by Careca. 

Two minutes later, 
Brazil unleashed their 
star Zico from the bench 
to replace Muller. 

To my mind, this was 
a tactical error by Tele 
Santana. 

Sure Zico had to 
come on, but Muller’s 
pace was causing prob- 
lems for France on the 
flanks. Socrates, or even 
Junior were better 
candidates to come off. 

Zico fired a magnifi- 
cent 40 metre defence- 
splitting ball for left- 
back Branco to burst 
through into the clear. 

But a desparate 
French goalkeeper, was 
left with no choice but to 
foul Branco in the box 
and Romanian referee, 
Mr Ion Igna to award 
Brazil a penalty. 

Jubilation errupted 
across the Brazilian 
players as Zico lined-up 
his spot kick. 


But the Brazilian idol 
Zico hit his shot rather 
casually, which saw 
France’s superb custo- 
dian Joel Bats dive shar- 
ply to his left to pull off a 
spectacular block. 

This missed penalty 
nailed Brazil’s World 
Cup coffin. 

With 12 minutes left 


of normal time, France 
came forward strongly) 
and in a switch-play be- 
tween Platini and Amo:

The 105th minute saw 
France denied a DEFI-

Morocco ended just two minutes before the full time whistle in 
their second round encounter against Cup hot-shots West 
Germany at the University Stadium. 


For a moment, 
Morocco’s stiff defence 
faltered enough to allow 
West German midfiel- 
der Lothar Mattheaus to 
score the killer goal with 
an 88th-minute free- 
kick. 

It was the only goal of 
the encounter and put 
the Germans into a 
quarter-final match 
against Mexico and sent 
the Moroccans packing. 

But, it is doubtful if 
Morocco will be forgot- 
ten in a hurry, especially 
after their amazing 
performances in this 
series. 

Unheralded before 
the start, they caught 
everyone unawares as 
they made the world sit 
up and. take notice that 
they have arrived as a 
Soccer force. 

The Germans can 
thank Mattheaus, who 
had been their most en- 
terprising player, for 
saving their bacon. He 
drove a low shot round 
the Moroccans’ hastily 
assembled wall five 


metres outside their 
penalty area. 
found the 


The ball 


gap on the right of the 
wail and flew low into 
the bottom corner of the 
net past a startled and 
unsighted Baddou Zaki 
in the Moroccan goal. 

At the time it 
appeared Morocco had 
done all that was re- 
quired to frustrate and 
contain the physically 
more powerful West 
Germans and take the 
match into extra time. 

However, anything 
but a German victory in 
this match would have 
been an injustice. The 
1974 world champion 
had largely controlled 
the game and at least 
attempted to score a 
decisive goal. 

German coach Franz 
Beckenbauer said: “It 
was an extremely diffi- 
cult match for us, but 
that was what we ex- 
pected. Morocco are a 
very strong team and 
they showed just why 
they deserved to qualify. 

“We knew they would 
try to make us run and 
take advantage of the 
heat to wear us down 
and that’s why we 
couldn’t play the game 


we wanted to and 
although we had four or 
five chances to wrap it 
up, we had to wait until 
the very end to make 
sure we got through. 

There was obvious 
sympathy for the defiant 
Africans, the first team 
from that continent to 
reach the second round. 

Moroccan coach Jose 
Faria said after the 
match: “Obviously I’m 
disappointed that we are 
out of the competition, 
but nevertheless I’m 
very pleased with the 
way my team played, 
Particularly against such 
a strong team as the 
Germans. 

“The heat obviously 
played a big part and 
that is why there were so 
few attacks, with each 
team hoping for a quick 
breakaway. 

“But despite our dis- 
appointment, we can go 
home proud of the way 
we have played through- 
out the World Cup.” 

The Germans, who 
have never failed to 
reach at least the last 
eight in nine finals, must 
have had visions of a 


repeat of their embar- 
rassing defeat by Alger- 
ia in 1982 as they fought 
to wrest control of the 
game from the stifling 
defensive play of their 
opponents. 

For all their pressure, 
they were able to create 
only two clearcut 
chances, one in each 
half, and towards the 
end were reduced to 
bickering among them- 
selves. 

The German’s best 
opportunities came in 
the final minute of the 
first half when Zaki 
made an astonishing re- 
flex save from Rumme- 
nigge after a cross from 
Allofs had eluded the 
defence and found him 
unmarked at the far 
post. 

Their second clear 
opening came in the 
87th minute when Allofs 
cut in from the right and 
supplied Matthaeus with 
a chance to beat the 
impressive Moroccan 
goalkeeper from 15 
metres. 

His low drive was 
blocked as the powerful 
Zaki advanced and 
saved with his feet. 

In reply, the Moroc- 
cans were generally con- 
tent to rely on occasio- 
nal breakaways usually

For Italian coach 
Enzo Bearzot the World 
Cup: journey began on 
“a suffering road” and 
ended up a blind alley. 

Coaches are often 
quick to condemn play- 
ers for defeats but Bear- 
zot, one of the game’s 
gentlemen, was quite 
prepared to accept all 
the blame. 

“TI absolve all my play- 
ers and staff of any sin,” 


he said, “‘They tried 
their best and any mis- 
takes were mine. After 
40 years of sport I am 
used to victories and de- 
feats and have learned 
to accept both.” 

French coach Henri 
Michel could not hide 


his delight, although he 
accepted victory gra- 
ciously. 


“We are honoured to 
have beaten the cham- 
pions,”’ he said, “This is 
very important because 
France had not beaten 
Italy in a competitive 
tournament match since 
1920.” 

The win was only the 
fifth for France in 28 
meetings with the Ita- 
lians and its only 
triumph in their three 
World Cup clashes. 

“We feared Italy be- 
cause in competition it is 
always difficult to beat. I 
managed to take the in- 
feriority complexes out 
of the players and con- 
vince them of their own 
qualities,” Michel said. 

France, served magni- 
ficently by a midfield 
who are without peer in 
the world, made Italy 
look an ordinary team 
short of’ constructive 
ideas. 


And, the leader was 


Platini. He dealt what 
proved a decisive blow 
aquarter of an hour into 
the game with a noncha- 
lant goal. Only he can 
make the difficult look 
deceptively simple. 

Luis Fernandez, a

After the first qualifying round of the World 
Cup in Mexico, only Brazil and Hungary could 
hold up their head with pride. 


The reason is simple. 


Of the 24 countries contesting the 1986 
finals, Brazil and Hungary were the only teams 
which had not received a yellow card or had a 


player sent off. 


Every nation had played three games, a 
total of 36 matches over 14 days when the 
eyes of the world, either in attendance at the 
matches or through the medium of television, 
"were watching Soccer's greatest showpiece. 

And yet, despite the pleadings and threats 
by FIFA befor the tournament started to keep 
it clean and cool, and for referees to carry out 
their duty according to the laws of the game, 
there have been more incidents of fouls than 


good play. 


How many people will remember some of 
the brilliant goals that have been scored and 
how many will remember the cynical fouls that 
have brutally chopped down players in full 


flight. 


After the preliminary round, a total of six 
players had been sent off, another seven had 
been suspended for two yellow cards, and 
another 62 had received one yellow card. 

From 36 matches, that works out at an 
average of just over two incidents per match 
in which the referee was forced to take stern 


disciplinary action. 


But already there are complaints that the 
referees have not been strict enough in 
controlling breaches of play. 

The wall infuriates spectators who see play 
delayed, the team committing the foul gaining 
advantage and no action apart from whistle 
blowing and hand waving to force the defen- 


ders back. 


Apart from the opening match when the 
referee booked the nearest player when the 
wall did not retreat, it has been the same old 
situation of delay and the same scene of 
players running at the kicker before the kick 


has been taken. 


Ten years ago, if a player pushed, jostled or 
laid his hands on the referee during the game 
he could expect a long suspension ranging 


from a year to life. 


Nowadays, players run to argue with the 
referee, shout in his face, shake their fists and 
push him to make their point — without being 


booked! 


What a turnaround where violence has 
become part of the game yet is constantly 
criticised by the people who make it possible. 

If the showpiece of world Soccer beamed to 
an audience of billions reveals players getting 
away with “murder” on the field and against 
the referee, just imagine what effect it is 
having on the millions of impressionable 
youngsters involved or getting involved in the 


game. 


Is it too late to restore some sanity to the 


game?
